WAGNER TRIUMPHANT 


HUGE AUDIENCE ATTENDS HERTZ 
CONCERT AT BOWL 


By Edwin Schaliert 


Inspirational to the rarest degree, 
the Wagnerian concert last night | 
was a triumphant event of the Hol- 
Bowl season. 
| In point of attendance it was the 
gala concert. 

An audience of nearly 12,000 per- 
sons listened to the themes, the 
melody and the harmony of the 
| master of music-drama, with Alfred 
Hertz. one of the greatest living 
| Wagnerian conductors, as the idol of 
the occasion. 

Hertz supremely reigns in the 
hearts of the public that has long 
loved the Bowl. His two concerts 
have already proven this. And there 
is every prospect that the majority. 
it not all. of the programs given 
under his direction will draw an even 

| greater attendance. 
The audience that listened to the 
orchestra under his direction last 
}evening was considerably the largest 
that has been present at any of the 
regular series of summer concerts. It 
| was exceeded only by the Shanewis“ 
| cpera performances, and the dedica- 
| tory concert, which were outside of 
this symphony series. 

Beginning with the overture to 
„Reinet“ and closing with the “Ride 
of the Valkyries,” Hertz’s selection of 
Wagnerian excerpts was character- 
istically familiar. The Prelude and 
Love Death from Triton and 
Isolde,” which was more exquisitely 
played than it probably ever has 
been in the Bowl, was the most 
deeply and beautifully enthrelling. 
It was the closing number of the 
first part of the program, and Hertz 
was the rec'pient of one of the most 
ent!:ustastic outbursts of applause 
| accorded any conductor this season. 
He was several times recalled to bow. 

What seemed especially note- 
worthy were the ntrasts achieved 
by ine director. liowing “Rienzi” 
came the “Siegfried Idyll.” 

The attractions of this, one of the 
most delicately imaginative works of 
Wagner for the orchestra, have per- 
haps ‘seldom been as poetically re- 
created as they were last evening. 
| After the “Idyll"—the overture to 
“The Flying Dutchman,” done in the 
fashion of the earlier Wagner, but 
‘still of an abundant and stirring 
| vigor. Then—the Prelude and the 
Love Death. As powerful a contrast 
to the “Flying Dutchman” overture 
as could possibly be chosen. Wagner 
2 the full height of his creative 
| power, in a work whose emotional 
\sweep is even to this day well-nigh 
|baffling. The interpretation that 
| Hertz gave to the number was def- 
\initely spiritual, and climaxed ma- 
jestically in the “love death” close. 

After the intermission was played a 
somewhat less striking, but still high- 
ly popular group—comprising the 
Overture to ‘“Tannheuser”” and 
Venusberg Bacchanale (Paris Version) 
the Introduction to Act III. Dance of 
the Apprentices and Entrance of the 
Guilds from “The Mastersingers of 
Nuremberg.” and the final “Valkyrie.” 

To say that the concert was abso- 
lutely free from fault would be too 
much. There were occasionally mar- 
| ring errors in intonation, and phrases 
that might have been more perfectly 
| cuttined in the musical interpreta- 


| 


tion. 

Eut for all this Wagnerian pro- 
gram was one that singularly reached 
the heart of the Bowl! public. and in 
this respect, while without any appeal 
of novelty, was one of the truly splen- 
did events of the season.
